THE NEW STATES. 


The Philadelph'a Time* submits these 


observations upon the new States: 


North Dafcota, South Dakota, 'Washing- 


ton aod Montana have been admitted into 
the Union as State!!, and. Idaho aud Wyom- 
iog will be admitted by the present Con- 
gress. These six Stitas will add twelve 
Senators to the pariy in power. Montana 
chose a Democratic Legislature and Demo- 
cratic Senators, bat they are refused ad- 
mission and the claimants who promise 
obedience to the dominant party 'will be 
admitted in a few days. These six new 
States cast the following aggregate vote at 
their bst elections, wh»n their largest vote 
was polled. 
North Dakota.38,098 Idaho 
16,031 


South Dakota.77,804 Wyoming 
18,010 


Washington...58,443 
Montana 
38,555 
Total 
240,923 


We havs single Congressional districts in 


Pennsylvania which have as man? votes as 
any of the before-named new States, ex- 
cepting only Soalh Dakota, and we have 
districts where the defeated candidate* for 
Congress polled more votes than can be 
polled in either Wyoming 01 Idaho; bat 
each of these pocket-States will have two 
Senators and one Congressman, excepting 
South Dakota, that has two Congressmen, 
and Iha six States, with an aggregate vote 
of not quite 250,000, will have nineteen 
votes in the next Electoral College, or two- 
thirds the electoral vote of Pennsylvania 
with her full 1,000,000 of voters. 


Tako the six leading States in the Union, 


whose representation in the Senate is 
equaled by the six new pocket SlatM, and 
the comparison of voting population is as 
follows: 
New York. .1,320,109 Indiana.... 536,949 
Fenn 
997,568 Missouri.... 523,198 


Ohio 
841,941 


Illinois.... 747,686 
Total 
4,967,451 


Thus 5,000,000 voters in the great Stbtes 


in a direct line from New York and Penn- 
sylvania to Missouri, or about 25,800,000 
population, have just the same representa- 
tion given to 250,000 in new pocket States 
whose entire population does not aggregate 
1,000,000 people. Another noteworthy faot 
in thin"swift creation of pocket State? is 
that New Mexico, with 30,612 votes cast at 
the last Flection, is refused admission as a 
Stale, while Idaho, with 16,013 votes, and 
Wyoming, with 18,010 votes, are to be 
clothed with Statehood. The reason is 
obvious in the 1,650 Democratic majority 
given in New Mexico at the last election. 


No one doubts that this rapid increase of 


pocket States is dic'ited solely by what is 
accepted as supreme political necessity. 
The party that elected Harrison in 1888 
accepts the fact that the States which gave 
him hU electoral majority in defiance of an 
adverse popnkr majority of nearly 100,000, 
•would not elect a Bepnblican President in 
1892; and, being unable to trust the con- 
siderate judgment of the people, the Elec- 
toral College must be packed by pocket 
States to save a distrusted party, and the 
Senate of the United States must be packed 
by pocket State Senators to check the peo- 
ple whan they elect a hostile House of 
Representatives. 


The same policy of creating Slates was 


ones trie j by the Democrats. They created 
new States in the West only to see them 
swept into the Republican line a few years 
later, aod the; forced the Mexican war to 
gain slave States only to tee California and 
Nevada coma in as free States; and the 
same lesson is likely to be taught the Re- 
publicans by the pocket States o! to-day. 
They are now obedient to party orders; 
but their people are among the mesc likely 
to break against the present tax policy of 
the party as soon as their parly get fairly 
in command of their own interests, Then, 
tbe precedent is one that the near future 
may sse repeated in the division of Texas 
into four States,"with eight Senators and 
more electoral votes than New York, and 
in all the outlying Territories brought in 
tinder Democratic auspices to make Demo- 
cratic States. 


THE RAILKOAD DEBT. 


The House Committee on PaciQo Kdl- 


roads has completed a detailed considera- 
tion of the pending bill to Booure the 
refunding of Iha indebtedness of the Pa- 
cific railroads to Ibe government. 


The amendinsntj which were m»-Je were 


of small importance, being intended prin- 
cipally to make clearer the principles of 
the measure, with the exception of the one 
extending from seventy-five to one hun- 
dred years the period during which thn 
Central Pacific may extend the life of their 
first mortgage bonds in the event of re- 
funding. 


Chairman Dalzell will prepare a new bill 


embodying all of the amendments made by 
the committee, and will submit it to the 
fnlt committee at its next meeting for 
approval. 


The Midbigan Central has recently pat 


on a limited vestibule train between New 
York and Chicago, which is the fastest 
train in the world. The running time be- 
tween those two cities is reduced to 
twenty-three hours. This train carries no 
coaches. 
A combination baggage and 


smoking car is nest to the locomotive, then 
comes another combination car, in which 
are bathrooms, tonsorial parlor, a library 
well stocked with books of travels, novels 
and other volumes acceptable to tourists. 
This car also contains an elegant drawing- 
room, filled up in Oriental style. Next to 


""fins" cornea a car devoted to a cafe, dining- 


room, etc. The gleeping-cari will make np 
the rest of the train. 


One of tbo early settlers of Osooda 


county, Michigan, made a peculiar request 
when he died a few years ego.

Boston, drew a large crowd of spectators 
to the Golden Gate Athletic Olab to-night 
The Stockton colored men was (he fuvor- 
ite. Tamer's seconds were Billy Hennes- 
sey find Joe Hovers. Kelleher's seconds 
were Danny Needliain a ad Billy Shannon. 
Joe Chnynski was referee. 


In tbe first two rounds the men ex- 


obnnged several good body-blows. 


The third round was terrific. 
Turner 


was knocked down by a sbarp right-bander 
on tbo jaw and when lie aroso Kelleher 
poanded tbo colored man about tbe bead 
until it seemed as if the latter was to go 
out. He rallied, though, and forced Kel- 
leher to a corner and set him down with a 
thnmp. Kelleher was weak when he arose 
and Tamer tried bird to finish him bat 
Kelleher stood up well under tbe punish- 
ment, 


But little was done in the fourth and 


fifth rounds. 


There were Borne short interchanges in 


the sixth with honors about even until near 
the close, when Ktlleher landed two 
vicious left hand swings on Turner's jaw. 


Kelleher repeated this iu the seventh 


three times bet Turner responded in tbe 
same way and sent Kelleher down with a 
right bander in the neck. 


The heavy bitting was kept np in the 


eighth round, Kelleher generally having 
the advantage. 


The ninth round was Tomer's. He 


gave Kelleher a dozon wicked blows in the 
wind and on the jair and received little 
punishment in rtturn. 


In the tenth roucj he continued to 


pound hard on Kelleb'r'd wind end neck, 
bat received half s cKzen of Kelleher's 
hard counters. 


ID the eleventh round but little damage 


was done. 


Turner continued to force the fighting 


all through the twelfth round and landed 
often on Ktlleher'g ribs and jaw, the latter 
evidently suffering from the punishment, 
but just as tha ronnd closed he gave Tur- 
ner a terrific left hand swinging blow in 
tbe itomacb. 


The thirteenth ronnd settled the fight 


though tbe finish came so suddenly that 
the spectators were not prepared for it. 
Kelleher was slill fighting bravely, but 
Turner was forcing him bird. The itock-

House Business.

CHEERING 
PKOSPKCTS. 


The Trnckee Bepublican looks forward 


hopefully, saying: 


The coming season promises to be one of 


more than usual industry and consequent 
prosperity in the vicinity of Truckee. The 
lumber business is already brisk and by the 
time the mills start the stock of lumber on 
band will probably be very low; lumber ship- 
ments now average 20 carloads a day, all 
going east. One day this week a single 
train of 28 cars of lumber went in that di- 
rection. The demand just now is princi- 
pally from Salt Lake and Ogden, the two 
booming cities of the West. It is likely 
that this demand will increase as the Sum- 
mer advances and will probably continue 
for several years. The Truckee river mill 
men will find that they will have all the 
business they can do for some time to 
cime. 


The box-making industry will also be 


called upon to exert itself. The fruit crop 
of the State promises to be larger than ever 
before and this will require nn immense 
number of boxes. Trnckoe will ba called 
upon to furnish its share. 


The wood business is likely to improve. 


Certainly as much wood will be required as 
in recent past years with a prospect of an 
increased demand. 


The bu si nets of the railroad company is 


also likely to increase this year. With Mr. 
Huntmgton at the hend of the corporation 
there is little doubt but that he will find 
ways of securing larger traffic. 
A larger 


traffic means more railroad employes and 
lively times along the road. 


It is also probable that the Nevada people 


will do something in this vicinity in the 
furtherance of irrigation matters. 
This 


means the expenditure of money and a 
benefit to the community. It is even pos- 
sible that experiments will be made in this 
immediate vicinity whereby the value of 
our mountain lands for the production of 
grass crops will ba ascertained. By irriga- 
tion much now valueless land can be mude 
to produce bountiful crops. 


In Trnckee there will be a number of 


new buildings erected. We already know 
nearly n dozen new buildings in contem- 
plation, There will also be numerous 
transfers of real estate. 


All-in-all Trnckoe is bound to prosper, 


and who knows but a boom is not far 
off.

TAMENTARY* LITERATURE. 


Curious People Who Visit It and the 


Questions They Aslt—Mlfbty Volumes 
Made of Parchment and Bound In 
Leather—Searched by Fortune Seekera. 
If yon enter Somerset house through one 


of the arches in the Strand, and go straight 
across the court yard to the other side, under 
the cupola in what was formerly the navy 
office, you will find the will office. 


We stop to read the notice exhibited at one 


side of the entrance, that the officials in their 
several departments Trill give all necessary 
information for the guidance of the public, 
and in case of any assistance being required 
in searching for and reading wills it will be 
provided on application to the record keeper. 


Passing through two pairs of swing doors 


yon enter into the public hall, and see at 
once arranged on the shelves at the side and 
under the desks the calendars containing the 
lists of the names of the testators whose wills 
have been proved, and also the names of 
those persons, dead intestate, of whose per- 
sonal estate letters of admistratiou hare been 
granted.

There are also mighty volumes made,of 


parchment and bound in leather, with strong 
brass clasps, containing the registered copies 
of wills. It was in respect of these big books 
that the country visitor inquired of the at- 
tendant whether they were Bibles, connect- 
ing them in her mind with the big Bible in 
the pulpit of her old parish church. The at- 
tendant promptly replied: "No, ma'am, 
they're the testaments." Only a •few of the 
most recent of these books are in the public 
ball; the others are kept on a lower floor, 
whence they are brought up when required 
to be seen. The volume is placed before yon 
on one of the strong desks, the attendant 
finds the will you have previously searched 
for, and yon stand there and read it. All the 
original wills are kept in the strong room, 
which is also on a lower floor. You do not 
read these in the public ball, but go a little 
way down the passage, on the left, to a room 
called the reading room. The will yon have 
bespoken is brought to you, and you sit down 
to a long table comfortably to read it, but 
always in view of one or two arguseyed 
officials, who watch carefully that you do 
not damage the document or take surrepti- 
tious extracts beyond the permitted notes. 


There are many persons who believe that 


if they had their rights they-would be pos- 
sessed of considerable property, and that 
their ancestors more or less remote have been 
unjustly kept out of great estates or large 
sums in chancery. This belief is the cause of 
a constant flow of visitors to the will office, 
who debght m reading the will, perhaps 100 
or 150 years old, wherein something has been 
left to one of their forefathers, or at least to 
some one of the same name, and, sublimely 
oblivious of the statutes of limitation, thereon 
build castles in the air. Undoubtedly, if the 
money is in the court of chancery, and if, 
notwithstanding the length of time it may 
have been there, a person con show a good 
title to it, he will he able to get it; but the 
adventurers in search of property begin at 
the wrong end. They ignore the Baconian 
system of philosophy, and, starting with the 
tamily, tradition that there was once consid- 
erable property in the ^family, look up a lot 
of old wills and waste their time nnd money 
on a speculative possibility of discovering 
something they can lay claim to. The pro- 
fessional finders out of heirs to unclaimed 
property begin at the other end. They start 
with the property or fund iu the court of 
chancery or elsewhere wanting on owner 
and work back until they find the person 
whose claim to it can be supported. Then 
they co to him and make a bargain that if 
they succeed in putting him into possession 
thej shall receive a proportion—in some cases 
as much as one-half—of the money or estate 
retrieved from the court or wrongful pos- 
sessor.

Because a person has been advertised for, 


perhaps, 100 years ago_or more, with the sig- 
nificant addition that if he will apply as di- 
rected he will hear of something greatly to 
his advantage, it does not follow that if his 
representatives now apply they will find 
there is something to claim. The advertise- 
ment may have been issued in respect of 
some small dividend under a bankrupt's es- 
tate, or on the -winding up of some company, 
or even to find some person who -was a wit- 
ness to a will or other document for the pur- 
pose of obtaining his evidence; the man him- 
self may have come forward at the time and 
received his money or given his testimony; 
but the advertisement still remains in the old' 
newspaper, or in the published books of the 
collectors of these things, who have no knowl- 
edge that the object of its being inserted has 
long since been satisfied. The unhappy for- 
tune seeker buys the book and finds the name 
only; he then has to buy a copy of the adver- 
tisement, then to expend his money and time 
in making various searches to prove his de- 
scent from the person advertised for, and 
then to trace the people who inserted the ad- 
vertisement; and after all he may find that 
the -whole matter was settled years ago. In 
some cases years have been spent and small 
fortunes wasted In these searches. 


Wills sometimes pass through strange vi- 


cissitudes before being admitted to probate, 
and testators are often themselves to blame 
for it. They either hide them away so care- 
fully in such secret repositories that at their 
deaths they cannot be found, or leave them 
about so carelessly that they get converted to 
other purposes or gathered np with the waste 
paper and rubbish. The great Lord St. Leon- 
ards, who had for several years thoughtfully 
considered bow he should dispose of his prop- 
erty, had left a will, that was certain, but it 
could not be found at his death; it had been 
kept locked up in a box, but when the box 
was opened the will was not there. The 
court, being satisfied by the evidence of Miss 
Sugden ot the contents from her recollection, 
granted probate of the will as contained fa 
her evidence^ In one case, a boy seeing his 
father's will lying about, and finding it was 
written on good, strong paper, cut it into 
strips and made it into a tail for hia kite. 


These were afterwards carefully placed to- 


gether, the patchwork state of the will was 
fully explained, and it was then admitted to 
probate. In another case, after having been 
lost for a long time, a visit from the dustman 
led to the will being found at the bottom ot 
tbe dnsthole. One case that we know ot was 
not the fault ot too testator; .the executor, at 
_a public dinner, handed the Trill to his proc- 
"tor to prove, but the will could not after- 
wards be found. The proctor -was sure he 
gave it to his clerk, who was just as sure he 
uever received it; the safes were searched, 
the bundles of paper -were undone and shaken 
out, and all the drawers were turned out, bat 
tbe will wai not forthcoming. The legatee* 
began to clamor for their money, when luck- 
ily the proctor -went to another dinner, and 
on putting his hand Into his dress coat pocket 
pulled out the missing will—London Illus- 
trated New*,
